Judges Wot Without Sympathy. 


I urn not unmindful that the signa- 


tures of many earnest and thoughtful 
men,

The funds wherewith to bo collected by 
taxation from nil employers who woulc 
he subject to tho law for injuries anc 
fatalities. This tax would not be heavy 
at all. levied in proportion, to average 
number employed. 
Then all accidents 


and fatalities would be paid at onco on 
proof and no morn burdensome cost: 
placed upon the employer. The state o 
Washington has enacted just 
such !

days, the same to be furnished by the 
employer. In addition to this expense, 
the employer must pay the money com- 
pensation. 
When an accident causes disability the 


employer must pay to the injured person 
65 per cent of his weekly earnings. This 
payment is to begin after tho eighth 
da-y of disability, but if the disability 
extends into the .twenty-ninth day, the 
first week's indemnity also must bfi paid. 
This provision ia included, obviously, to 
prevent malingering. It is the theory 
that an employe would not attempt sim- 
ulation -of disability for a 
full 
four 


weeks in order to secure the first week's 
indemnity. 


Provides for Nurse. 


In cases where the injured employe i-r 


not only incapable of work but is fto 
helpless as to require the assistance nf a 
nurse, the weekly indemnity is to be: in- 
creased to 100 per cent, but this rate is 
to be paid for not more than ninety

When an employe is 
fatally' injured but does not die until 
some time after the accident, the death 
benefit is to be four times his annual 
wages minus the amount of compensa- 
tion paid prior to his death.
